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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the 
application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 09/16/2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Claims 1-38 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0104099 
("Novak") in view of U.S. Patent No 6,774,926 ("Ellis"). 

The applicant argues that references Novak and Ellis, do not anticipate the limitation"... constructed display for presentation at a first 
geographic location, wherein said scheduling is performed at said first geographic location." The examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
applicant. 

As cited in the final rejection, Novak teaches "determining when one or both of personal media and/or broadcast media is scheduled, 
wherein said scheduling is performed at said first geographic location." (Figure 1; paragraph 0038). Furthermore, the reference is silent 
with respect to "constructed display for presentation at a first geographic location." This limitation is taught by Ellis (Abstract; Fig. 1; col. 1, 
lines 46-51; col.2, line 65 to col. 3, line 6; col. 3, lines 18-28; col.4, lines 59-61; col. 5, lines 15-22; col. 11, lines 45-51; col. 14, lines 23-32), as 
disclosed in final rejection page 3. 

Novak teaches the determination of scheduled broadcast media by using an electronic program guide 153, which is constructed/produced 
by local studio 1 06 or a cable service provider 1 08 and where personal media can be scheduled by an individual acting as a program 
director, upload source 122. The reference was silent with respect to presentation of constructed display. The examiner relied upon Ellis 
which meets the limitation. The constructed display, where scheduling was performed at local studio 106 or at the cable provider in Novak, 
the presentation of the constructed display is provided at the contributor side as well in Ellis. The contributors are provided with input screen 
196, which can be used for scheduling purposes. (Figs. 8, 14, Col. 11 lines 45-51) Since, both of the teaching by Novak and Ellis work in the 
similar fashion and contributor is able to schedule information using input screen, which is presented at the same location, the combination 
would not be rendered inoperative. Therefore, the combination of Novak and Ellis meets the limitation "constructed display for presentation 
at a first geographic location, wherein said scheduling is performed at said first geographic location." 
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
